Therefore— viewing the situation from their selfish 
interests only —they need be no more concerned than 
are-other industries in working toward a reduction of 
the fire waste. 
However, for the welfare of the country as a whole 
the 229 Stock Fire Insurance companies which trans­ 
act the g reat bulk of the fire insurance business vol­ 
untarily undertook the task of heading up the forces 
opposed to the destruction of life and property by fire. 
The results have been encourag ing . People are 
building better. Obvious hazards are being removed. 
But there is pressing need for further improver? ent. 
Future prog ress in this work depends larg ely upon 
the deg ree of coopera tion extended by y ou and others 
in the use of available safety devices and measures, and 
in the elimination of the many known hazards which 
continue to threaten life and property .

The Valentine festival appears to 
be a day of fun, dedicated to the lit­ 
tle fellow with the bow and arrow 
whom we call “Dan Cupid.” 
It is generally believed that the 
day was named for St. Valentine, 
k nown as “the lovers' saint.” Valen­ 
tine was a priest, 
who, when he 
learned of the ban placed on m ar­ 
riage by Emperor Claudius, invited 
young lovers to come to him to be 
secretly 
married. 
Valentine 
was 
seized when he was discovered and 
thrown into prison where he died. 
The young people of Rome, for 
whom he gave his life, very prettily 
named the day in his honor. 
During the Middl* Ages, the peas­ 
antry used to assemble on the eve­ 
ning before Valentine's Day and 
draw names by chance. These names 
were written on slips called “valen­ 
tines” and the person whose name 
was on the slip became the holder’s 
sw eetheart for the year.
